».  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA  :— 

The  character  of  the  district  is  changing  radically.  It  was  previously  essentially 
gricultural,  centred  on  noble  country  seats.  Although  agriculture  still  forms  the 
reatest  industry,  others  are  encroaching.  The  largest  are  the  brickworks  at  Marston 
nd  Ridgmont  and  the  Hunting  Engineering  Works  which  has  moved  from  Luton 
p Houghton  Conquest.  There  are  light  engineering  factories  at  Cranfield  and 
\spley  Guise,  a brush  works  at  Flitwick  and  a tool  factory  at  Westoning,  the  National 
nstitute  of  Agricultural  Engineering  at  Silsoe,  the  College  of  Aeronautics  at  Cranfield, 
nd  the  R.A.F.  Aerodrome  and  Training  Centre  at  Henlow  (in  Biggleswade  R.D.). 
Voburn  Abbey,  the  country  seat  of  the  Duke  of  Bedford,  might  almost  be  called  an 
ndustry  in  itself. 

Many  villages  now  serve  as  dormitories  for  people  working  in  Bedford,  Luton,

BACTERIOLOGICAL  TESTING. 


Tests  from  all  public  supplies  are  taken  regularly  and  have  proved  satisfactory 
throughout  the  year. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  some  9,066  houses  in  the  district.  8,328  houses 
were  supplied  with  mains  water  piped  in,  and  653  houses  were  supplied  from  stand- 
pipes. This  leaves  some  84  properties  (0.9%)  which  are  in  the  main  situated  in  outlying 
parts  of  the  district,  and  are  supplied  with  water  from  shallow  wells  or  from  land 
springs  piped  into  the  house.

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( b ) SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION. 

In  the  six  parishes  on  main  drainage,  i.e.,  Aspley  Guise,  Aspley  Heath,  Woburn, 
Flitwick,  Harlington  and  Westoning,  3,161  houses  have  water  closets  and  90  houses 
have  pail  closets,  these  in  the  main  being  situated  in  the  outlying  parts  of  the  parishes. 

In  the  remaining  23  parishes,  3,241  houses  have  W.C.’s,  and  2,574  houses  have 
pail  closets. 

(c)  DRAINAGE. 

There  are  3,077  houses  on  main  drainage,  1,169  houses  on  sewage  disposal  plants, 
and  2,557  houses  have  cesspool  drainage. 

There  are  1,628  houses  with  waste  water  drainage  to  soakaways,  ditches,  etc 
and  635  houses  have  no  drainage  at  all  (7%)  Of  these  the  sewerage  schemes  undei 
construction  at  the  present  time  will  account  in  the  main  for  conversion  of  689  house' 
with  waste  water  drainage  and  for  335  houses  with  no  drainage  at  all. 

(d)  SEWERAGE. 

Construction  of  the  Cranfield  and  Marston  Sewerage  Scheme  has  proceedec 
along  with  the  construction  of  the  Clophill,  Maulden  and  Silsoe  Scheme.  Work  ha? 
commenced  on  the  Lidlington  Extension  to  the  Cranfield  and  Marston  Scheme. 

Schemes  have  been  prepared  and  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  am 
Local  Government  for  Lower  Stondon,  Shillington  and  Gravenhurst,  and  Houghtor 
Conquest.  Schemes  are  also  in  preparation  for  Haynes  and  Tingrith. 

(e)  CLEANSING. 

(/)  Pail  Collection  and  Cesspool  Emptying  Service. 

The  collection  of  closet  pails  has  only  been  made  once  a week,  due  in  the  mail 
to  shortage  of  labour  and  the  increase  in  the  number  of  cesspools  required  to  be  emptied 
There  are  2,664  houses  in  the  district  with  pail  closets. 

There  are  2,557  houses  with  cesspool  drainage,  some  of  which  are  joint,  th< 
actual  number  of  cesspools  being  in  the  region  of  2,000.  These  are  emptied  oi 
request  from  the  occupiers  free  of  charge  at  intervals  of  approximately  three  months 

Extra  emptyings,  i.e.,  over  four  times  a year  are  charged  for  at  a cost  of  25/-  pe 

emptying. 

Disposal  of  the  contents  of  cesspools  continues  to  present  an  ever  increasm; 
problem.  It  has  been  possible  to  spray  some  of  it  on  to  agricultural  land  and  thi 
remainder  has  been  deposited  in  gravel  pits  in  isolated  parts  of  the  district. 

The  service  has  been  kept  going  only  with  the  greatest  difficulty.  Labour  ha 
been  a very  serious  problem,  the  nature  of  the  work  being  the  greatest  stumblinj 
block.  Overtime  has  been  worked  continually  during  the  year  and  an  outside  Con 

tractor  has  been  employed  where  necessary.  Labour  has  had  to  be  transferred  t( 

the  refuse  collection  rounds  in  order  to  keep  these  operating  regularly.  The  seven 
weather  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  hampered  the  work  and  put  a severe  strain  on  al 
concerned. 

New  houses  continue  to  be  built  with  cesspool  drainage,  but  it  is  hoped  that  th< 
sewerage  schemes  now  under  construction  will  greatly  ease  the  situation  in  the  coming  years 

(ii)  Refuse  Collection. 

In  order  to  maintain  the  fortnightly  schedules  of  refuse  collection,  it  has  beer 
found  necessary  to  transfer  labour  from  the  above  service  and  also  to  work  overtimi 
throughout  the  year.  A small  spare  vehicle  loaned  from  the  Surveyor’s  Departmen 
has  been  frequently  used. 

With  the  steady  increase  in  population  and  houses  it  is  a constant  strain  to  kee| 
the  fortnightly  collection  in  hand  but  it  is  hoped  in  the  coming  year  that  the  provisioi 
of  new  and  larger  vehicles  will  ease  the  burden. 

Towards  the  end  of  1962,  the  labour  position  eased  somewhat  and  it  is  to  b> 
hoped  that  this  continues  so  as  to  maintain  these  essential  services.

(а)  Public.  No  swimming  pools  are  owned  by  this  Authority. 

(б)  Privately  owned  and  open  to  the  public  : — 

Eversholt.— This  bath  has  been  completely  modernised  and  is  now  provided  with  ar 
efficient  chlorinating  plant.  A series  of  samples  taken  during  the  season  has  shown  that  the 
plant  is  working  satisfactorily. 

(c)  Private  Swimming  Pools. 

Hawnes  School,  Haynes  Park.— An  open-air  pool  is  provided  for  this  girls’  boarding 

school.  A natural  spring  gives  the  pool  a continuous  flow.  , . 

A purification  plant  is  installed,  but  samples  taken  showed  that  the  plant  was  no 
functioning  properly.  This  matter  was  put  right  and  the  plant  is  now  workin) 
satisfactorily. 

The  Knoll  School,  Aspley  Heath.— A similar  boarding  school  for  boys,  this  has  ; 
small  pool  filled  from  the  main  water  supply.  It  is  periodically  emptied  and  refilled 
Samples  taken  during  the  summer  showed  the  water  to  be  satisfactory. 


(h)  RODENT  CONTROL. 

The  Council’s  sewers,  sewage  disposal  plants,  sewer  ditches  and  refuse  tips  are  system 

atically  treated.  ] 

The  Council  gives  a free  service  to  domestic  premises,  and  occupiers  in  the  main  mak 
good  use  of  this  facility.  The  need  for  reporting  the  slightest  infestation  of  these  diseas 
carrying  vermin  cannot  be  overstressed.  A flat  rate  charge  of  12s.  Od^  per  hour  ot  th 
Operative’s  time  is  made  to  the  occupiers  of  business  premises.  This  flat  rate  include 
wages,  travelling  expenses  and  cost  of  poison  and  bait.
